herds and grading milk 
throughout 
the world, was busy at his scientific 
explorations almost up to the hour of 
his death. 
Born at Bridgewater, N. Y , Oct. 23, 
1843. he was graduated from 
Tufts 
College in 1886, studied 
at 
Cornell 
University and the University of Got­ 
tingen in Germany , and served as the 
New York state experiment station's 
chemist before joining the Wisconsin 
University faculty in 1887. 
Three y ears later he made ’he dis­ 
covery 
that revolutionized 
dairy ing 
methods. He perfected the application 
of acid and centrifugal force to a milk 
test which separated the 
butterfat 
from other ingredients and allowed 
an accurate determination of its per­ 
centage in the whole. 
“The test is not patented," were the 
words Dr. Babcock used In announc­ 
ing the Babcock test to the world. 
In this manner, he refuse« ! bemfflt 
perso na lly by the invention and deeded 
it to dairy men every where; the wide­ 
spread use of the method quickly re­ 
ceived indicated the huge roy alties he 
could have collected by capitalizing 
on his skill. 
The Babcock test brought, an end 
to the sale of “watered" milk to cream­ 
eries. enabled dairy men every where to 
determine the worth of each cow in 
their herds, and established a milk 
standard of inestimable value to hos­ 
pitals, sanitariums and phy sicians. 
Babcock became professor emeritus 
at the university , contributing to other 
scientific advances nurtured In ami 
brought forth from Its laboratories. 
During the heat wave of the last week, 
he carried on his experiments daily , 
although he complained of his dis­ 
comfort from the weather. 
Apparently the high temperatures, 
which set new records for Madison, 
contributed directly to his death dur­ 
ing the night. A neighbor who went 
to the Babcock home today found his 
body ly ing on the floor.

urging an effectiv e rate o n this farm co mmo dity . In a telegram to 
President Ho o v er, J . S. .Io nes, secretary -tneamirer 
o f the Minne­ 
so ta Farm Bureau, urged the necessity fo r using the flex ible p r o ­ 
v isio ns o f the tariff in o rder to giv e American po ultry men a ho t­ 
ter chance to co mpete with the Chinese dried egg industry . The 
Hawley -Smo o th tariff schedule gav e a rate o f but 18 cents a 
po und o n dried <*rgs.

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More Protection for the Poultry man and Farmer 


More protection has been accorded the American poultryman 
and farmer. 
A SO per oent raise in the tariff on dried eggs has just been 
fixed by the United States tariff commission, and approved by 
President Hoover, according to the Minnesota Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration, which with the national federation took a leading part in 
urging ara effective rate on this farm commodity. In a telegram to 
President Hoover, J. S. Jones, secretary-treasurer of the Minne­ 
sota Farm Bureau, urged the necessity for using the flexible pro­ 
visions of the tariff in order to give American poultry men a bet­ 
ter chance to compete with the Chinese dried egg industry. The 
Hawley-Smooth tariff schedule gave a rate of but IS cents a 
pound on dried eggs. The new rate will he 27 cents a pound. The 
Farm Bureau also urged that the present tariff on cheese lie not 
reduced, and Its schedule was ordered to remain on the old basis, 
of I*/* cents. Cheese importers had previously petitioned that the 
tariff on cheese be cut. 
In the telegram from the Farm Bureau to the president, Mr. 
Jones said that proper adjustment of these schedules would ma­ 
terially benefit Minnesota agriculture. 
The Chinese dried egg industry is one of the strongest com­ 
petitors of American poultrymen, said Chester ll. Gray, Wash­ 
ington representative of the American Farm Bureau, when he 
spoke at the recent Farm Bureau leaders’ conferences held in 
Minnesota.

In a communique explaining their 
attitude, the Chinese officials referred 
to Andrews’ "arrogant attitude" ond 
said he had been "excavating valuable 
scientific material from Chinese ter 
rltory under cover of a passport for 
hunting." 
The Andrews expedition had been 
organized and planned to stoil into 
the Mongolian desert area shortly. 
The Chinese, however, 
have 
been 
making It increasingly difficult an I 
the government's commission for the 
preservation of antiquities today pub 
liahed their correspondense refusing 
to permit Andrews to proceed, it said, 
in part: 
"Co-operation Is impossible with mu­ 
tual respect and appreciation. Your 
arrogant attitude alone is r e.s|»onsiblc, 
if co-operation is made so difficult ' 
Andrews, in an interview with the 
United Press, commented: 
"I returned to China in April hop­ 
ing to arrange for the completion of 
our expedition, which Is desirable to 
science. The Chinese commissioners 
declined even to grant an interview, 
a discourtesy which 
remains 
unex 
plained." 
Andrews has conducted sever mI ex 
peditions into the Gobi desert under 
the auspices of the American Museum 
of Natural History. His discovery of 
the famous "dinosaur 
eggs" 
some 
years ago gained him International 
fame, and more recently his expedi­ 
tion discovered the "Peking man" in 
the ancient rock formations of tie 
Gobi, which he believes science will 
prove was the cradle of civilization

ANDREWS BARRED 
FROM EXPLORING 
IN GOBI DESERT 


A t Finish Line 


C H IN ESE A U TH O RITIES TA KE AC­ 
TION AGAINST AMERICAN 
SCIENTIST 


COMMUNIQUE SCORES HIS “A R­ 
ROGANT A TTITU DE” P R E ­ 
VIOUSLY SHOWN

Peiping, China, July 2. 
Roy Chap­ 
man Andrews, widely known Am er­ 
ican scientist, was barred from con­ 
ducting his proposed expedition into 
the Gobi desert by the Chinese au th ­ 
orities today. 
In a communique explaining their 
attitude, the Chinese officials referred 
to Andrews’ “arrogant attitude” and 
said he had been "excavating valuable 
scientific material from Chinese te r­ 
ritory under cover of a passport for 
hunting.” 
The Andrews expedition had been 
organized and planned to start into 
the Mongolian desert area shortly. 
The Chinese, however, 
have 
been 
making it increasingly difficult and 
the governm ent’s commission for the 
preservation of antiquities today pub­ 
lished their correspondense refusing 
to permit Andrews to proceed. It said, 
in part: 
“Co-operation is impossible with m u ­ 
tual respect and appreciation. Your 
arrogant attitude alone is responsible, 
if co-operation is made so difficult.” 
Andrews, in an interview with the 
United Press, commented: 
“I returned to China in April hop­ 
ing to arrange for the completion of 
our expedition, which is desirable to 
science. The Chinese commissioners 
declined even to grant an interview, 
a discourtesy which 
remains 
unex­ 
plained.” 
Andrews has conducted several ex­ 
peditions into the Gobi desert under 
the auspices of the American Museum 
of N atural History. H is discovery of 
the famous “dinosaur 
eggs” 
some 
years ago gained him international 
fame, and more recently his expedi­ 
tion discovered the “Peking m an” in 
the ancient rock form ations of the 
Gobi, which he believes science will 
prove was the cradle of civilization.
